Twenty thousand feet of lumber, lying at Haynes’ 
Landing. was carried one anda half miles into 
the interior. The plantation quarters (built of 
brick) of Mr. Ben. Roach were all destroye@, kill- 
ing three negroes and wounding many others. 
The new dwelling of Mr. Brusee was also blown 
down, and trees, fences, and cattle/were hurled 
in every directien. 

Near Marshall, Texas, some days ago, a 
young Man named Tobe Crain accompanied a 
negro funeral proeession to the grave and joined 
in singing a hymn, at the close of which, and with- 
out notice of any kind, he shot a negro boy through 
the head, killing him instantly. He then ghot 
and wounded a negro man. He then rode off. 
Shortly after a negro man slipped up behind him 
and shot him in the back. Crain again mounted 
his mule and rode away, but, after going a short 
distance, dismounted and laid down. A party of 
negroes collected and shot him dead. Crain its 
supposed to have been insane. Two white men 
and four negroes are under arrest, and the affair 
will be rigidly investigated. 


The Coming Administration. 

The day when Gen. Grant will assume 
the helm of power is very near, less than 
two weeks off, and we hope that “shadows, 
clouds, and darkness” will not rest as evil 
omens upon it. Gen. Grant is called on to 
administer the vast affairs of the Govern. 
ment and of the Union, but, alas, not the 
Government and the Union which our 
fathers created. He must swear to carry 
| out the provisions of the Constitution, but 
he will find the Constitution, as presented 
by his party for his action, a very different 
thing from that which so long spread its 
healing wings over the republic. He will 
soon learn, if he does not know the fact 
already, that he is expected by his party to 
executenot the Constitution and the laws 
but violations of the Constitution and the 
laws. He will discover that some of the 
States are controfied by civil despotisms 
and others by military despotisms, whilst 
still others have as yet a shadow of free- 
dom. He will ascertain that the supreme 
law and all laws in some sections 
are no laws at all in other sections. He 
will see, that, in large and populous por- 
tions of the country, no rights whatever 
are maintained or enforced except by the 
will of the vilest and most degraded parts 
of the population. He will behold an- 
archy, tyranny, confusion, tumult, raging 
and roaring in the land and phi all 
control. 

In such a crisis, in the midst of bach a 
deplorable and frightful condition of 
things, General Grant, all inexperienced 
as a civilian, is to take his place at the 
head of our national affairs. Not only he 
but his judicious friends and the whole 
country may well, in view of the future, 
pause with feelings of anxiety and even of 
awe and give themselves up to solemn and 
anxious thought and reflection and even to 
fervent prayer. Great and critica] as the 
juncture is, we do not, even in the 
midst of our most grave and solemn 
and fearful doubts, assume that Gen- 
eral Grant, with all his inexperience 
of statesmanship, will fail to realize the 
expectations of those who expect the 
most and the bestfrom him. The desti- 
nies of the country for centuries to come, 
with all of ite hundreds of millions of 
present and future inhabitants, may and 
undoubtedly do depend to a _ very 
great extent upon him and upon 
those whom he shall call around him 
as his advisers and counselors, and, 
whatever grave reasons we may have for 
doubts and misgivings and fears, we will 
not abandon hope unless it shall be shiv- 
ered like glass by the yielding of the in- 
coming President to the violence, the fanat- 
icism, and the rude, fierce passions of the 
worst portion of the party which elected 
_ him, and which is evidently in almost as 
great doubt as we are as to the course which 
he will take as President of the United 
States. 2 

We don’t know whether Gen. Grant ap- 
| preciates his opportunity and his power, 
but we suppose that he does. His power 
is a power to work unbounded good or in- 
finite evil. If he is of good material, if God 
molded him from the right kind of stuff, he 
can and will accomplish more of good than

The Civil Rights Law. 

By the civil rights law, as enacted by 
Congress, a citizen of any State may be 
taken out of the custody of the State au- 
thorities by the authority of a United 
States Judge and brought to trial, con- 
| victed, and punished in defiance of the 
whole power of the State. The law was 


'a@roted against by eyery Democrat in Con- 


gress, and President Johnson put his veto 
upon itas unconstitutional But it went , 


_ into operation and has been executed in 


Kentucky, and, we suppose, other States. 

Governor Stevenson, in his annual mes- 
sage, made a brief but striking exposition 
of the odiousness, the injustice, and the 


_ unconstitutionality of the law, and asked — 


that the Legislature should authorize him 
to have the question ot its constitutionality | 
tested,and supply him with the means of per- 
_ forming the duty. The lower branch of | 
_ the Legislature promptly passed a bill em- 
powering him to have a case made up and 
to employ counsel to manage it in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

The Kentucky Senate, however, seemed 
a little dilatory. It is very true that the 
action of that body upon the subject on 
the last day of the legislative session 
would bring the question before the Su- 
preme Court just as sooff as action two 
months ago would have done, but we 
thought that the Senate, as an exponent of 
the feelings and spirit of our people in re- 
gard to a matter deeply involving the 
rights and liberties of citizens of Kentucky, 
should be prompt and energetic in its pro- 
ceedings. Last weck we appealed ear- 
nestly to the Senate to take the proper ac- 
tion without further delay. 

The Senate, we are glad to see, acted on 
Thursday. It passed the House bill. The 
approval of the Governor will make the bill 
alaw. The Governor will faithfully and 
vigorously perform the duties devolved on 
him in accordanee with his own recom- 
mendation. Whether the Supreme Court 
will prove itself equal to the important oc- | 
casion, we are yet to learn. Thatbody has 
not yet entitled itself to full confidence or | 
even to nalf-confidence on the part of the | 
people that it has the virtue, the spirit and | 
the nerve to deal fearlessly and vigorously | 
with Congress. Some of the Radical | 
leaders, it is well known, vehemently | 
deny the power of the Court to adju- 
dicate upon the consfsitutionality of 
any act of Congress, and the | 
real or apparent recreancy of the Court in 
the McArdle case, involving the question of 
lity of the reconsiruction 
law, was certainly calculated to authorize | 
a strong suspicion that the Court was dis- | 
posed to be considerably more discreet than 
chivalric in its selection of an opporent to 
be grappled with. The country, we trust, 
will soon know whether the U. 8. Judicia- | 
ry is or is not to act and to be maintained 
as what the Constitution created it. If | 
important portions of the grand and sym- 
metrical machinery have been or are to be 
wrenched away by violent and factious | 
hands, it may matter little how soon the 
whole crippled and crazy concern shall 
tumble in pieces.
